modifications of the existing

may he -made, but that the repeal ali- 
soluu'ly of any of these laws and par- 
ticularly the Desert Land law Is a 
thing impossible and out of tho ques- 
tion.

This calls to mind very forcibly 


similar' statements and 
prophesies 


heard at Just about a corresponding 
date of the year that the' National Ir- 
rigation bill became^ a law. much to 
the surprise of even some of 
its 


friends. 


It Is probable that these oppon- 


ents of land repeal are speaking ad 
visedly. 
Whatever they may them 


selves think on the subject, they are 
anxious to secure a general impres- 
sion. If possible, that these laws qan- 
not be repcale.1. 
It Is recognized, 


however, by the best Informed states- 
men on the subject that the question 
has now come to the point where It 
must be met squarely. 
Tho public 


land is disappearing into speculative 
and 'corporate holdings at such an 
enormously rapid rate that It will do 
to temporize the question no longer. 
Unless effective legislation Is. 
se- 


cured, and comparatively at 
once, 


there will be little left worth legis- 
lating about. 


"\Ve have reached the point 
on 


this land question," said a prominent 
western senator, "where we have got 
to substitute acts for words. • Wo 
have got to do something at 
this 


session of conxrpss. The opposition 
to this repeal of the land laws,— 
the Desert act, 
the 
commuter's 


clause and the timber act—are craf- 
tily sparring for time, as though the 
question was a brand new one. and 
one which we did not understand In 
the west. It is far too well under- 
stood, so well understood that men 
find no difficulty in getting about all 
they want of our best irrigation and 
timber lands. In utter disregard of 
the spirit of. our land 
enactments 


which have been popularly Believed 
to foster homebuildlng and settle- 
ment." 


Another Washington legislator who

During the summer 
months a weekly farm letter Is sent 
out by the doctor, a copy of which 
is published each week In Tho Ga- 
zette as'soon ns Issued from the Mil- 
waukee olllce. 
At, the end of the 


year a general report on th» weather 
for tho past !!G5 days Is tanned and 
the following Is the report for the 
past year: • 


The summer of 190.1 was unusual- 


ly cold, the average deficiency 
of 


temperature for June, July, August 
and September being 2.7 
degrees. 


The mean annual temperature for 
the state was 43.2- degrees, which is 
about .(', degrees below tho normal 
for the year and l.n degrees colder 
than 1902. The warmest month was 
July, with an average of C9.1 degrees 
and tho coldest, December, with 
an 
average of 12.7 degrees. 


In March the greatest 
variation 


from the normal was noted, the aver- 
ago .temperature for this month • he- 
ing 8.8 degrees. The coldest month 
in comparison with tho normal was 
December with an average of 7.2 de- 
grees below. 
Prairie du Chlen on 


July 29 had the highest 
recorded 


temperature in the state, 99 degrees, 
while the lowest temperature

registered at Grantsburg on Fob. IB. 
when tho thermometer dropped

825 
millions In 1894, 824 millions In 1895, 
barely crossing the one billion dol- 
lar, line In 1896. but moving stea.1- 
ily forward .since that date.

53 per cent, and those of 1895 by 80 
per cent Extending the study still 
farther back, It may be said that the 
exports of 1903 were. In round terms, 
double those of 1888, two'and it half 
times those of 1873. and four times 
those of 1869. 


Owing to tho very marked decrease 


In Imports In December, which month 
showed a fall of about 17 millions, as 
compared with December of the pre- 
ceding year, the total of Imports did 
not touch the billion-dollar line as 
had been expected, but was within 
about 4*/£ million dollars of that sum, 
being ?9995.47r.,101.

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LAND OF THE GRAPE 


ACRES OF VINEYARDS IN SOUTH- 


ERN CALIFORNIA. 


Nature With Dazzling Munificence Has 


Spread an Inviting Banquet Table 
Around Cucamonga—Stirring Scenes 
During the Picking Season. 


(Special Correspondence.) 


Nestled at the foot of tho Sierra 


Maiircs and ovcrshadon-cd by their 


. imposing grandeur, lies tho old and 


•well-settled community of Cticamonga. 
.Located where Ihu old Los Angeles- 
San licntardlno stage road used to 
ran; the town of Cucnmonga had the 
privilege to provide tho stage tavern 
and passenger depot for the travel 
between these two cities even as far 
back as under the old Mexican rule. 


While 
Cucamonga 
undoubtedly 


forms one of the great orange-growing 
centers of southern California, tho 
feet remains that the unique and more 
ami more Interest-absorbing part 
of 


her industry is found In tlu> craduaUy 
Increasing acres of her vineyard:!. Al- 
ready thousands upon thousand:! of 
acres are covered by the noble vine. 
One- nlnglc vineyard comprises more 
than S.Oiiu acres. Never did nature. 
In any form of her dazzling munifi- 
cence, spread a mere Inviting aud 
more absolutely Irresistible banquet 
table than in these vineyards of Cu-° 
camonyn. with their vines weighed 
down with huge clusters of glowing 
grapes shifting in almost every shade 
of the color scale from the deep blue 
"zlnfandel." anil the beautiful royal 
purple colored "rose of Peru" to tho 
lighter shades of tho pink or opal 
stained "tokay," the amber, glowing 
"sultana," the emerald green "mus- 
cat," 
and 
the 
almost pure white 


"burgher." It Is a sight .equally fas- 
cinating to tho poet and to the prac- 
tical business man—to thp lover of 
nature and to tho lover of bank ac- 


. counts. It Is at once a dream of beauty 


and a bit of concrete reality. 


Vineyards meet the eye of the trav- 


eler everywhere. Perhaps 
the 
ex- 


panse of unbroken level on which the 
vineyards here arc situated presents to 
the artistic, eye a less picturesque as- 
pect than the sloping grounds of tho 
huge foothills on "which moat of tho 
vineyards along the Rhine in southern 
Germany are trailed. But the vine- 
yards of the flat ground have tho ad- 
vantage of being more easily accessi- 
ble to the Implements of cultivation 
•with tho result ol a corresponding in- 
crease In the proatablcness of the In- 
dustry. 


The life In a vineyard during tho 


crapc-plcklng season Is throbbing with 
energy and eager interest. Tho pick- 
Ing must take place OH soon as the 
grape shows sign of ripeness, and tho 
owner* must lose no time In facilitat- 
ing the Important operation. Pickers 
Bather from all lands] though most of 
them seem to hall from Jlexlco nod 
tl»e Orient. The dexterity with which 
pome of these expert grape pickers 
handle their scythe-shaped knives, re- 
moving the clusters from the vine. Is 
astonishing, and If paid by the box. 
It may easily result In a dally com- 
pensation of ?3 to $-1. The rate per 
box Is -I cents. Usually, however, the 
most picking is paid by the day— 
$1.73—as day-work Insures the owner 
from loss through carelessness in pick- 
Ing, and at the same time guarantees 
the average picker a steadier employ- 
ricnt. 


Pickers have to provide for their 


own board and lodging, though a good 
deal of the bill of faro consists of 
grapo.i. No fruit. If taken with moder- 
ation. Is more healthy and nutritions 
than the rlpo grape. 
Its principal

Chicago, Jan. 29.—The state of Illi- 


nois soon will erect a monument In tha 
national military park at Vicksburs 
MIJIB.. In honor of the 25.00U Illinois 
soldiers and sailors who participated 
in the siege of that city, from March 
29 .to July 4, 1SG3. 


Tho .structure, expected to 
cost 


$150.000. will be In the shape of a 
rotunda or circular temple. 
It Is to 


be constructed of white marble or 
granite and ornamented with bronze. 


Thu main portion, forty-eight feet 


In diameter, will be surmounted by'a 
hemispherical dome, tho 
crown' " of 


which will bo nfty-olght feet In height. 
The pediment of the. portico will be 
decorated with the sculptured figure 
of a scribe, vupportod by Fame and 
Valor, the whole representing History, 
enrolling the names of the Illinois sol- 
diers and recording their deeds as they 
march by. 
Bronze tablets onf the ex- 


terior of (he temple will have bas-re- 
liefs representing Richard Vates. the 
war governor of Illinois, presenting 
Ulysses S. Grant' his commii-Fion as 
colonel of the Twenty-llrst Illinois: 
tno gunboats running the batteries 
at Vlcksburg on the night of April 16. 
1SC3, and tho surrender of Vicksburg 
by Oen. Pcmberton. 


Around the exterior of the dome rill 


bo engraved the sentiment from Lin- 
coln's second Inaugural. "With mnllca 
toward none, with charity for all." and 
the Inst phrase In Gen. Grant's fare- 
well order to the army, "Let us have 
peace.". 


Tho circumference of the .Interior 


will boar panels of size and number 
sufficient to contain the names of all 
tho Illinois soldiers who took part In 
tho siege. 


To Cost $250.000. 


In addition to the temple, eighty 


stone markers 
will 
designate 
the 


points where fifty-five Infantry regi- 
ments, fifteen batteries of artillery 
and ten troops of cavalry advanced 
nearest to the fighting. 


The commission which made 
ar- 


rangements for tho monument, of 
which Francis A. Rlddhj Is the chair- 
man. was appointed by Gov. Yates 
May H, and Inspected r-any designs 
before 
accepting those submitted. 


Two hundred and fifty thousand dol- 
lars was appropriated .for tho work. 


The site of. 
the 
military 
park 


stretchas from the Mississippi river 
on tho north around the city .of Vlcks- 
burs to the \Varrenton road on- tho 
south, and contains l,3«i> acres. 
It 


Includes the lines maintained during 
the siege by -both the union anil con- 
federate forces* 
Extensive Improve- 


ments are to be made bythe govern- 
men'., and states. 


Site of Memorial. 


The slte'of the Illinois memorial la 


upon a small knoll on tho north side 
of the Jackson highway, loading frofci 
Vlcksburg to Jackson, Miss., and 400 
feet southwest' of the Shirley resi- 
dence, which since the siege has been 
Known as the "white house." 


Tlie< spot Is one of the most con- 


spicuous within the limits of the mili- 
tary park, and was tho point upon 
which the McAllister battery was sta- 
tioned during the slego. It Is within 
sixty rods of what was one of 
tho 


strongest fortrosHes of the confeder- 
ate stronghold, which was* designated 
by most of the union soldiers as fort 
bill. 


Logan's division of the Seventeenth 


army corps was strung along this po- 
sition and the most famous gap run 
by the soldiers In Logan's command1 
passes the knoll upon which the state 
will erect tho memorial.
